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A Brief History of Music Education at the U of T 


The end of the war in 1945 brought to the Faculty of Music an 
unprecedented increase in students with an intense desire for 
professional training. In 1946, Robert A. Rosevear, a graduate of 
Eastman School in Rochester, was hired to start a “school music” 
program (the term was changed to Music Education in 1953). In 1947, 
he began the Royal Conservatory Symphonic Band (in the sixties the 
U of T Concert Band). Students were so motivated that by the end of 
the first year they petitioned for an expansion of the program. An 
undergraduate student association was formed in 1947. In February 
1948, a delegation of student composers participated with students 
form six US music schools in a symposium at Eastman School of 
Music. Also in 1948, the first of a series of annual Instrumental Music 
Materials Clinics was offered to help teachers already in service. 

The late fifties and early sixties were years of curricular 
change. A Masters degree in Music Education was introduced. In 
1961 the Mus. Bac. became a four-year program. The “Common First 
Year” was introduced in 1963 and the two curricular streams, the 
“General Music Course” and the “Music Education Course” were 
replaced by a Bachelor of Music Course with majors in Composition, 
History and Literature and Music Education. In 1964 a Performance 
degree course was also approved. During this same period difficult 
decisions were made about credit for participation in major 
ensembles, payment for applied instruction and access to applied 
instruction. Today a Ph.D. in Music Education is at the last stage of 
approval with hope of admitting the first students in the fall of 1997. 

The Music Education Program at U of T (first such program in 
Canada) and faculty have made important contributions to education 
in Canada and beyond. For example, Prof. Doreen Hall was 
responsible for the introduction of the Orff methodology to North 
America. Prof. Patricia Shand has developed the John Adaskin Project 
of music by Canadian composers for schools since its adoption by the 
Canadian Music Educators Association. Graduates of the program, 
numbering over a thousand, have distinguished themselves as 
teachers and performers across Canada and the US in the 
community, schools and universities. Music Education continues to 
be strong at the Faculty of Music with about one quarter of the 
undergraduate students in this program.
